Head of Citizens Com- 
mittee Says Program 
Would Save $20,- 
000,000 in Express- 
way Costs. 


Adoption of a proposed $340,- 
000,000 traffic and transit pro- 
gram would actuall¥ cost less 
than the future expressways that 
would be needed without the 
program, it was asserted last 
night. 

The statement was made by 
James E. Crowe, chairman of 
the Citizens Metropolitan Transit 
Committee of St. Louis and St. 
Louis county, which ordered the 
engineering study. He spoke at 
a meeting of the St. Louis sec- 
tion of the American Society of 
Civil Engineers at Carpenters 
Hall, 1401 Hampton avenue. 

As proposed by W. C. Gilman 
& Co. of New York, the program 
calls for a $95,000,000, all-bus 
rapid transit system operating 
as part of a single transit system 
in St. Louis and St. Louis county. 
Also part of the program are 
street and traffic improvements 
costing $115,000,000 and off-street 
parking to be constructed at a 
cost of $50,000,000. The entire 
$340,000,000 program would be 
developers over a 20-year period 
and would be financed from a 
yearly $20 use tax on all pas- 
senger automobiles registered in 
the city and county.

Crowe told the engineer so- 

ciety that the rapid transit 


system would be expected to 
convert about 20 per cent of 
present motorists to use of mass 
transit. This estimate is based 
on studies in Cleveland and Chi- 
cago, he said.

Toward Compromise in Algeria 
The Algerian government-in-exile has met 
Gen. De Gaulle at least half way. In replying 
to his peace proposals of two weeks ago, it 
has rejected some of his conditions but has 
agreed to discuss a cease-fire and the subse- 
quent status of the country. The rebels no 


longer insist on negotiating only on the basis’ 


of full independence. There is a chance to 
substitute talking for fighting. : 

Almost inevitably, the rebels refused to 
give up all the authority they command as a 
result of five years of fighting. De Gaulle 
does not recognize this authority. Neither 
does the French minority in Algeria. Yet 
if there is to be a truce the rebels must be 
dealt with. And in the end, their authority

The rebel leaders also rejected an Algerian 
referendum on independence or continued as- 
sociation with France which would be subject

Too Quick on the Trigger 


How does the St. Louis Police Board justify 
the conduct of the two officers involved in 
the shooting to death of Collier M. Keys? 
Keys had been arrested for being drunk on 
the street. As he was being searched he start- 
ed a fight with the officers, and in the melee 
grabbed hold of the night stick of one of 
them. He proceeded to make use of it. Keys 
had a record of six previous arrests, three 
for peace disturbances, and no doubt he was 
a tough customer. But at the moment police 
had nothing on him other than the charge of 
drunkenness, peace disturbance and resist- 
ing arrest. When two officers cannot subdue 
an unruly minor offender alone, they ought 
to call for help before resorting to firearms. 
On its face the situation seems to be one in 
which poor training and poor judgment com- 
bined to cause an uhnecessary death. If there 
is another explanation, the Police Board 
ought to make it public. 


Now for the IDA 


Three free-world banking agencies are meet- 
ing in Washington this. week, with finance 
ministers of 68 nations. President Eisenhower 
greeted this group with a proposal which was 
expected because it is —a proposal 
for a new kind of world bank, to be known as 
the International Development Association, 
using flexible policies and soft currencies. 

The present World Bank (Integnational 
Bank for Reconstruction and Development) 
and International Monetary Fund grew out 
of the 1944 Bretton Woods conference. They 
have done fine work in promoting interna- 
tional development projects and monetary 
stability. Under Eugene R. Black, the World 
Bank provided the basis for settlement of the 
bitter dispute between India and Pakistan 
over use of the Indus river waters. 

Still, these agencies are limited as to what 
they can do. The World Bank is restricted 
largely to conservative lending practices re- 
quiring safe loans with repayment in “hard” 
currencies—usually in dollars. 

As Mr. Eiserfhower told the meeting in 
Washington, in many cases a country requires 
only a small margin of capital for a develop- 
ment task, yet cannot get it under World 
Bank terms. He might have added that the 
hard-money policy also limits European and 
other contributions to development work and 
throws much of the burden on the United 
States. 

The proposed IDA is an effort to spread 
this burden throughout the free world, and 
an effort to offer long-term loans repayable 
in local currencies which can, after all, be 
used by the IDA for further capitalization. 
‘With the Administration behind the IDA and 
underdeveloped ‘nations for it, the world’s 


economic progress should have a new under- | 


writer before long.

A careful study for Congressional Quarterly 
shows that President Eisenhower won about 
40 per cent of his program from Congress, 
while the Democrats obtained only about 30 
per cent of theirs.. Yet the latter held the 
largest majorities in Senate and House since 
1937.

“I have been given the Lon- 
don Palladium for two months 
beginning. next April. The won- 
derful thing to me is that some- 
one is giving me credit for know- 
ing how to put a two and one- 
half hour show together. 

“Before, I was just a box

office bonanza. They didn’t care 


what I did, just so I showed up. 

“I have been asked about 
movies before, but my salary 
always frightened them. I would 
like to be in a movie. Do some 
straight dramatic parts.

A performer 
should build a more general 
audience. 

“T made one movie, you know, 
but it was just an extension of 
the television performance. Peo- 
ple said, ‘Why, we can stay at 
home and see that for nothing, 
so why pay for the movie?’

South finessed the queen of 
clubs, losing to the king. Back 
came another heart, and South 
ruffed once more. 

South Ted a club to dummy’s 
ace and said a short word or two 
when East showed out. Declarer 
then led a diamond from the 
dummy and finessed the jack 
from his hand. This lost to the 
queen, and South had to lose a 
second diamond trick. Down one. 

South thought he had just 
guessed wrong in clubs and dia- 
monds. but actually he shouldn’t 
have guessed at all. South’s cor- 
rect play is to lead diamonds 
after drawing trumps. His con- 
tract is then unbeatable. 

For example, suppose South 
ruffs the first heart, draws two 
trumps, and leads a low dia- 
mond. West wins with the queen 
and returns a club. Declarer 
finesses the queen, losing to the 
king. Back comes a heart, and 
South ruffs. South gives up an- 
other diamond and can then dis- 
card dummy’s ten of clubs on a 
diamond. At most, he loses one 
club and two diamonds. 

South should actually begin the 
diamonds by leading the king. 
If somebody has the singleton 

queen, this will guarantee 11 
tricks. Otherwise, South is will- 
ing to lose two diamond tricks.
